They 
quickly fell by the wayside by the 
score of 27-6. Bulldog defenders 
Ross Williams, Tommy Dawson, 
Billy Bryan, and Mike Johnston 
dominated the game and held 
Cummings to 9 yards rushing. 

In game number three for the 
Bulldogs High Point Andrews 
pulled the switch on Williams.
